Television and Radio

Some Fine Acting 


“Joey” by Louis Peterson on 
Goodyear Playhouse the other night 
is a good illustration of both the 
strength and the weakness of a 
type of television drama that is 
becoming increasingly frequent. It 
is what I like to think of as in­ 
articulate drama in which ordinary 
folk suffer their ordinary dreams in 
prose of such extraordinary ordin- 
ariess that it has a sort of reverse 
impact. 
This particular drama was about a 
dishwasher so browbeaten by his 
father that he had come to accept 
the fact that he was a stupid no­ 
account and that he always would 
be. That is, he accepted it until a 
girl -- as girls will — blew into 
his life. The girl is a stripteaser 
who is resorting to dishwashing as 
a temporary respite from the police. 
She has rather more aggressive 
notions about life than the lad and, 
between bouts of dishwashing, suc­ 
ceeds in convincing him that feed­ 
ing the pigeons — his favorite 
occupation — is a dim substitute 
for active enterprise. As the hour 
ends, he is about to embark on a 
career as a singer. 


* * * 
This is one of those dram as that 
inch along from the commonplace 
to the obvious. Says the guy to the 
girl, as daring a line as the author 
perm its himself: "You. . . you like 
m e?” This is the order of the day: 
Boys of low station who discover 
that girls like boys or vice versa. 
Aspiration is cast at the lowest 
level of human desire and when 
anyone achieves anything at all it 
is a moment of triumph. It’s also 
generally the end of the play. 
Peterson writes with great hones­ 
ty and integrity but there is only a 
limited emotional satisfaction to 
this kind of drama. The real ap­ 
peal, I guess, is to the sense of 
superiority it arouses in the mass 
audience, any one of whom could 
hardly avoid the conclusion that 
he could handle life much more 
capably than these two. 
This particular production was 
enlivened by superb performances 
by Kim Stanley as the stripteaser 
and an enormously promising new­ 
comer named Anthony Perkins, the 
son of the late Osgood Perkins. 
This is, I think, the third TV play 
I’ve seen Perkins in and I have ^ 
suspicion that the movies will be 
beckoning him shortly. He’s a man 
of Lincolnesque appearance with 
commanding eyes and a resilient 
voice. And he can act up a storm. 
I’ve seen him range from this sort 
of inarticulate drama to lyric and 
highly articulate Irish drama and 
he’s very effective in both. 


* * * 
As for Miss Stanley, she hardly 
needs an introduction. I’m one ol 
the fatheaded critics who consider 
her one of the best actresses any­ 
where around. She can take a line 
like: “ So it’s you and the pigeons, 
huh?” and make it funny and touch­ 
ing and deeply revealing, all at 
once. She is — I can think of no 
better word — alive to such a 
degree that everything that touches 
her seems a m atter of deep con­ 
cern to the viewer.

successful of his efforts for this 
year. Fortunately, he had enlisted 
the services of some of the most 
talented young working girls in and 
around the theater.

There were other fetching young 
ladies around, too, notably Helen 
Gallagher, who contributed quite a 
lot of female electricity with a 
song and dance about breakfast in 
bed; Connie Russell, who belted 
“ Ten Cents A Dance” over the 
left field wall; and Tammy Grimes 
a .newcomer I’ve never seen before 
who was very funny in a sketch 
about a department store girl. There 
were some men about — Bert Lahr 
and Art Linkletter — but they were 
engulfed by the females.

fiance. The contrast between the 
two roles — Miss Stanley dripping 
magnolia blossoms in the first and. 
tough Broadwayese in the other — 
was a very instructive essay in 
acting.

POLITICAL GRASS ROOTS RUMBLE 
AS APRIL 24 PRIMARY APPROACHES 


Hot Stove Faced With 
Clean-Up Problem

The political pots are beginning to 
simmer as the testing time of all 
aspirants rapidly approaches — the 
primary election when candidates 
are nominated and local party repre­ 
sentatives are elected. Often over­ 
looked by voters, 
the primary 
elections hold the key to the success 
or failure of the party in future 
endeavors as party members choose 
the men and women who will repre­ 
sent them in party decisions. 
This year in Warren County the 
Republicans will elect one commit­ 
teeman in each of the fifty precincts. 
The Democrats, on the other hand, 
will select one committeeman and 
one committeewoman in each of the 
voting subdivisions. Only a few con­ 
tests within the G.O.P, ranks have 
been apparent from the petitions 
which have been filed with the War­ 
ren County Commissioners. The 
Democrats, however, have 130 seek­ 
ing the IOO positions which will be 
filled on April 24. 


The Warren Hot Stove basebal 
leagues may have a difficult time 
getting started on schedule if an 
emergency clean-up job is not done 
on the fields. With so much work 
to be done because of the recent 
flood, the regular borough em­ 
ployes of the park department will 
be unable to put all fields in order 
before the season openers. 
The Hot Stove ward chairmen 
are calling for volunteers in each 
ward to help correct this situation. 
Each will name his own day for 
the work and it is hoped that the 
response will be sufficiently good 
to assure a thorough job. 
In case anyone isn’t contacted 
and 
wants 
to 
help, the chairmen 
are: Ward I, 2, and 3, Lex Lar­ 
son; Ward 4, Nick Creola; Ward 
5, Martin Smith and Fredolph Ryd- 
holm; Ward 6,

Cederquist; Ward 9, Ralph Barney, 
and Pleasant twp., Micky Long. 
One date already has been nam­ 
ed. Lex Larson and Martin Smith 
are asking volunteers to turn out 
April 7, from 9 to IO, on Beaty 
field. 
Registration days this year will 
be April 16 and 17. 
Places 
and 
hours will be announced later. 
At a meeting held last evening, 
there was much discussion con­ 
cerning equipment, and a source 
for bats which might be available 
at cost was revealed. 
President John Carbon appointee 
a five-man arbitration committee, 
with Ralph Barney as chairman. 
He also named steering committees 
for each league. 
The major rule change effected 
involves the Bantam league. The 
distance from the pitcher’s box 
was changed from 35 feet to 37^ 
feet. 
It was decided to have a Hot 
Stove Day at the end of the season, 
with two all-star teams from each 
league playing an exhibition game. 
There will be special consideration 
for the sponsors. 


REPUBLICAN BY-LAWS 
The By-laws of the Warren County 
Republican Committee require that 
an organizational meeting be held 
within thirty days after the primary 
election. 
The 
retiring chairman 
calls the meeting through notifying 
the members by letter or postal card 
ten days before the proposed date and 
the meeting must be held exactly at 
2 p. rn. At any time, ten members may 
request in writing that a meeting be 
called and the chairman must adhere 
to their wishes. Twenty-six mem­ 
bers are required for a quorum. 
When vacancies exist on the com­ 
mittee, the chairman is authorized to 
fill the positions after consulting 
with others of the same party af­ 
filiations in the precinct in which 
the committeeman has resigned or 
died. In case of vacancies on the 
ticket of candidates, the committee 
decides on alternates at a meeting 
which has been given ten days notice. 
If ten days are not available to call 
a committee meeting before the 
election, 
the chairman fills the 
vacancies. 
Campaign expenses may be as­ 
sessed by the chairman to the can­ 
didates on the Republican ticket 
The 
committee's 
secretary 
and 
treasurer are appointed by the 
chairman. The chairman is required 
to have ten printed handbills for­ 
warded to each local committeeman 
fifteen days before the primary 
elections, advertising the election, 
which are to be posted in con­ 
spicuous places. 
These by-laws may be amended 
by a two-thirds vote of the com­ 
mittee. The proposed amendments 
must be presented to one committee 
meeting and then voted upon at a 
subsequent meeting scheduled at 
east twenty days in the future. 


DEMOCRATIC BY-LAWS 
The Democratic chairman is re­ 
quired to call a meeting not before 
the second Monday and no later than 
the fifth Monday following the pri­ 
mary election at which the I OO com­ 
mittee members are elected. The 
notices must be in writing and five 
days’ notice is required. 
When vacancies exist on the com­ 
mittee, the chairman may fill the 
positions after asking recommenda­ 
tions from the other committeeman 
or committeewoman from the same 
precinct. It is possible to have two 
of the same sex if it is impossible 
to obtain both a man and woman 
willing to serve. 
The committee shall be organized 
with a chairman and four vice chair­ 
men (two men and two women). 
The Secretary and treasurer shall be 
appointed by the chairman. Any sub­ 
sequent vacancies shall be filled by 
appointment by the chairman with the 
advice of the executive committee. 
The elected and appointed officers 
need not be members of the com­ 
mittee when elected but shall become 
ex-officio members by virtue of 
office. 
Meetings are required twice per 
year — once prior to the primary 
election and once before the general 
election and other times as deemed 
necessary by the chairman. If a 
member can not be present he may 
send a duly authorized proxy who 
may be any Democrat of his pre­ 
cinct. One-fifth of the members of 
the county committee shall consti­ 
tute a legal quorum. 
Vacancies on the various election 
tickets of the county shall be filled 
by the executive committee after 
having received the recommenda­ 
tions 
of the 
county committee. 
Amendments may be made in the 
by-laws by a majority vote of the 
executive committee provided writ­ 
ten notice of the proposed changes 
is mailed to all the members at 
least ten days prior to the meeting 
at which action is to be taken. 


IMPORTANCE OF PRIMARY 
Since both major parties allow the 
county committees to make such im­ 
portant and lasting decisions it is 
imperative that the very best com­ 
mittee members be elected at the 
primaries to be held on April 24. 
Don’t neglect the primary elections 
because the records prove that their 
value is as great as the name im­ 
plies. 
This year a spirited contest is 
forecasted for the Democratic vot­ 
ers. The Republican eligibles are 
being approached more subtly by 
important leaders for control of the 
organization. Before you vote check 
with the various candidates and see 
how they feel about control of the 
party. Be sure to vote.

CROWS ARE FUN 
Many more sportsmen will some 
day learn that crow hunting with 
shotgun is exciting and that it pro­ 
vides a challenging, satisfyingyear- 
around type of shooting. And plenty 
of compensation, too, comes of out­ 
witting the sly rascals. The com­ 
petent wing shot may properly feel 
a bit righteous on days when he has 
reduced the population of these bird 
egg spoilers, the thieves that steal 
the young of small game and rob the 
farm er’s corn field. 
Planning and strategy, geared to 
the season and local conditions, are

necessary if crow hunting trips are 
to pay off. A live or mounted great 
horned owl, or crow decoys of the 
live, 
metal 
silhouette or paper 
mache variety often cause this nor­ 
mally wary bird to throw caution to 
the winds and fly within range of the 
gunner. If the shooter is careful to 
remain concealed the crows will 
return to call and decoy despite the 
sound of shooting. 
Wrong manipulation of the call 
may frighten the prudent birds away 
because their ears are finely tuned 
to 
unnatural 
sounds. 
Therefore, 
calling ability is important and it 
requires considerable practice be­ 
fore proficiency is gained. Knowl­ 
edge of “ crow talk’’ comes through 
study of the bird’s habit. A few trips 
afield with accomplished callers will 
reduce the learning time and provide 
valuable tips for future guidance. 
For best results, hunters should 
oe completely hidden from sharp 
eyes above and remain as quiet as 
possible to 
prevent cautious old 
corvus (crow to you) from spotting 
them. When man, their age-old en­ 
emy, is seen, crows caw the warning 
signal and the hunt at that locality 
is finished for the day. The lack of 
foliage 
in winter, therefore, re ­ 
quires that blinds be built of red 
oak, evergreens or other natural 
concealment is not then present at 
desirable locations. However, this 
problem does not exist in late spring 
and early summer, when crows re­ 
spond readily to a good call. 
Night shooting at crow rookeries 
or roosts is an entirely different 
kind of hunting. It does not require 
calling and decoying as does most 
day 
shooting. 
Wrong methods or 
failure to locate a roost exactly for 
a 
particular night may result in 
failure. Careful observance of safety 
rules, agreed upon in advance, are a 


must when parties hunt crows in 
darkness. 
When established flight lanes to 
and from 
roost sites have been 
charted, waiting at a high point for 
pass shooting in early morning or 
late afternoon can be so fast and 


furious as to. keep sportsmen’s guns 
hot. 
Still, to most crow hunters, the 
greatest thrill comes of calling the 
cagy black rascals close and keep­ 
ing them within shotgun range while 
fast, tricky wing shooting is enjoyed.

He has in effect 
taken a pay cut. Not only is he 
receiving less income, but the prices 
of what he buys continue to increase. 
The Minnesota vote suggests that 
he thinks of the President and the 
Congress as his employer in the 
sense that they can and should do 
something about it. This may be very 
wrong of him, but no politician would 
dispute that such was his message at 
the polls last Tuesday. It was a 
clear call for fast and direct action. 
The Republican National Com­ 
mittee has sent staff members to the 
farm belt to investigate what happen­ 
ed. The GOP learned the hard way in 
President Truman’s surprise vic­ 
tory of 1948 that farm er unrest can 
be 
a political time 
bomb. It is 
important to Republicans to learn if 
it is again ticking away in the midst 
of general prosperity. 
Truman picked up six farm states 
which more than compensated for his 
losses to the Dixiecrats. The whole 
area voted for President Eisenhower 
in 1952 but in all its elections since 
then Democrats have gained power 
— in Congress, instate legislatures 
and in the courthouses.

Their advice at this point to Demo­ 
crats is that the Democratic nominee 
now has no choice but to take the 
simple Kefauver line on farm policy. 
The victorious Senator promised 
IOO per cent price supports for 
farmers with less than $7,000 a 
year income. 
He has 
been widely tagged as 
“ out-promising’’ Stevenson as in­ 
deed he did. But he tackled the 
trouble where it exists, which is 
among the individual and so-called

We see golfers cutting the grass 
around th eir ball in the rough with 
prelim inary swings of their club 
Few realize they a re com m itting a 
violation. We see bow lers violating 
the good m anners of the game by 
ignoring the man to th eir right, or 
by standing near the ball rack while 
an opponent is attem pting to bowl. 
Every golf club and course has 
its m em bers who are inclined to 
manipulate the lie of th eir ball, but 
they are not kidding anyone. They 
are well known to m ost companions, 
We rem em ber one gentleman who 
never could see the m arkings on his 
ball if it were in the rough. He a l­ 
ways had to pick it up for an ex­ 
am ination before playing it. No one 
is inclined to worsen the lie once he 
obtains perm ission to pick it up. 
But we have noted that few of the 
ones who have such unethical trick s 
ev er win a golf cham pionship. You 
can ’t learn to hit the tough ones by 
elim inating them.

INTERCITY RE LAYS to bring bet­ 
ter reproduction to remote com­ 
munities may be more prevalent 
if a three-commissioner committee 
comes up with an answer that will 
allow tv stations to build their own.

To build rooms that will provide 
c la ss room s e a t i n g for the anticipat­ 
ed 
number of students is basic. 
e t’s go from there. We also must 
have a variety of facilities that will 
give our young people an education 
that will compare with the best and 
which we as a prosperous area can 


well afford. 
T h ese range from full provision 
for teaching the courses that will 
fit them well for college to such 
vocational facilities as an adequate­ 
ly equipped shop that will prepare 
young men and women for the jobs 
available 
in 
area 
industry. That 
much vocational training is about as 
minimum as you can get. 
We must have recreational facili­ 
ties for the 1500, and this includes 
gymnasium and auditorium space to 
serve that number. And now the mind 
in the channel should be Invited to 
clim b the bank and have a peek at 
the enlightened world that is to be 
seen on the broad horizon. 


NOT SO OBVIOUS 
We understand that some study 
has 
been 
made 
of 
neighboring 
schools. One expects a student popu­ 
lation of one thousand and the state 
has’approved an auditorium of 1,100. 
ittle enough allowance for growth, 
but it is important to note that the 
state did approve it. 
At the same time we are told that 
our 
own Joint com mittee now is 
talking of building an auditorium of 
one thousand seats to serve an im­ 
mediate student population of 1200 
and a potential of 1500. We m ust 
decide if this is wise.

We often have heard it said that 
Warren needs a swimming pool, a 
public auditorium, and other facili­ 
ties. 
With 
so 
many basic needs 
facing us, these do not seem very 
likely to come our way. 
However, a high school can serve 
far more than the pupils who attend 
it during the day. It also can he a 
widely used community center for 
all to enjoy. It can be utilized tor 
adult education and it can be equip­ 


ped for community activities. 
This does not necessarily mean 
that you incorporate every dream of 
the community in the original build­ 
ing, but the plans for the building 
should take into consideration the 
future. It should be built in such a 
way that new facilities can be added 
or expanded. If planned well now, the 
problem will be minimized later. 


Let us face two problems square­ 
ly. Does Warren r e a 
l l y 
need a public 
auditorium? Does it need a swim­ 
ming pool? We say it can have both 
with a single drive and with the lull 
cooperation of the school boards. 


If 
we 
have 
a 
potential school 
population of 1500, and if a neigh­ 
boring school obtained permission 
for an auditorium that would seat a 
hundred more than its student boc y, 
we see no r e 
a 
s o 
n 
why Warren cannot 
obtain the help of the state for this 


important asset. 


Even though a portion of this will 
be 
paid through local taxes, the 
actual cost for the additional few 
hundred seats, of which we would 
be paying only about halt, is far 
short of the p ric e /we would have 
to pay for a public auditorium. The 
school would have seats for all its 
students, and the area'would have 
an auditorium that should meet most 


needs. 


ONE FINANCIAL DRIVE 
Which means that only one finan­ 


cial drive is needed and that foi a 
swimming pool. Experts tell us that 
an outside pool i s good for only about 
s ix ty -fiv e 
days 
a 
year 
in this 
clim ate. An indoor pool can have an 
open side for warm weather, with a 
play area bordering it, and can be 
closed for cold weather. It makes 
the 
investment 
really 
worth 
the 


additional money. 


In this case the state would give 
us no help, but the school should be 
built so that locker room facilities 
would be available for the swim­ 
m ers, and in such a way that the 
pool could be added if this is not 
the right time for it. 


The time is here for the school. 
The time for additions may be in the 
future. But we should have the art a 
needed for expansion, parking, and 
related 
facilities. And the actual 
building should be put together to 
fit the eventualities, whether they 
be rooms that can be* opened onto 
the rea r of an auditorium to expand 
its 
seating 
capacity, 
or whether 
they be plumbing and the arrange­ 
ment of related rooms to some day 
serve a swimming pool, 


These are just a couple ideas. 
The wide interest that can result 
through the action of the J a y c e e s 
will turn up others and certain y 
will improve on any we may have.

come this growing interest.
